4 SUBMARINES 


Easing Of Tension But 
Continuing Precautions 
Noted In Neutral States

Germany claimed another naval 
triumph today in the destruction of 
three small British submarines. The 
Allied powers, meantime reported a 
steadily hardening European front 
against the possibility of Nazi-So- 
viet military action. 


The destruction of the three sub- 
marines—the Seahorse, Undine and | 


Starfish — with loss of probably 
more than 100 men was announced 
by the British admiralty, which said 
that some survivors of the ‘most 
hazardous” under-water operations 
off the German coast had been res- 
cued by the Germans. 


On the European front generally, 
there was a relaxation of tension in 


the neutral zones but no relaxation | 


of precautions. 


Germany charged that the fears | 


of war on new fronts were caused 


by Allied propaganda. In any event, | 


the immediate surface result seem- 
ed to have hardened opposition to 
the Red army or to the possibility— 
frequently cited by the Allies—or 
some future Nazi-Soviet joint 
tion.

sian troops were reported moving in- 


to the far northern zone in greater | 
numbers, For the fifth straight day | 


there were air rais by Soviet air- 
planes. Finns announced they had

formation by radio to their own 
forces.
